In this current century of revolution, war, 
and global baloney, Iran has fared no bet­ 
ter and continues to fight for its independ­ 
ent life. Since oil has become so important, 
and the British own the oil, Soviet Russia 
would like to capture the country as its 
own. Several attempts in this direction 
have been made. 
The United States does not wish that So­ 
viet Russia should get the oil of Iran, be­ 
cause the Russians are short of oil and the 
Iranian deposit is one of the best in the 
world. If the Russians got hold of that oil, 
it would improve their war potential vast­ 
ly. In fact, it might be the decisive factor. 
For many experts believe that it is Rus­ 
sia’s inadequate oil supply that keeps Rus­ 
sia from extending her war in Korea to 
global proportions. 
The Iranians, like the Indians, would pre­ 
fer to be neutral. Their attitude is undoubt­ 
edly best represented by Nehru, who takes 
the position that a war between the United 
States and Soviet Russia is one from which 
the weak and small nations should exclude UP 
themselves, if they can, or, if they are not ^ 
permitted to be neutral, they should have tar 
freedom to pick the winner as an ally. Un 
fortunately geography is against this the 
ory as it applies to both India and Iran.

IU NEWMAN C AMPBELL 
"Z E D E K I A H was one and 
twenty years old w hen he began 
to reign. And reigned eleven years 
in Jerusalem 
Alas' Zed* kiah did not follow 
in the way of the Lord, but of* 
fended Him 
He a l s o rebelled 
against King Nehuehadnezzar of 
Babylonia to whom he had sworn 
allegiance The prophet Jeremiah 
warned Zedekiah. hut neither he 
nor his people heeded the warn* 
mgs 
Th« n the blow fell 
Nebuchad­ 
nezzar s* nt hts army to destroy 
Jerusalem, and they did It very 
thoroughly 
They t o o n all the 
treasures of the house of God and 
of lh< king and his princes 
And 
th* v burnt toe house of God and 
brake down the vial! of Jerusalem, 
and burnt all the palaces thereof 
with fire, and destroyed all the 
goodly vessels thereof “ 
Sad, is it not. that after more 
than 2,0i>0 veers, human beings 
are still destroying one another s 
cities and carrying people i n t o 
captivity’ Now however, we have 
more efficient means of bringing 
about such destruction 
We drop 
bombs and use other horrible mis­ 
sies to kill and maim our enemies 
Shouldst all the world be on its 
knees, praying God to show us 
how to keep the peace, to forgive 
us our sins, and help us to obey 
Him and k e e p His command­ 
ments ’ 
Zedekiah and his people were 
carried into exile 
Jeremiah too 
was carried away, but he was 
recognized by the Babylonian king 
and given his choice to stay or go 
back to hi* people. He chose to 
return 
In Psalm 137 we are told of the I 
desolation of the captives in a 
strange land. "By the rivers of 
Babylon, there we sat down. yea. 1 
we wept, when we remembered 
Zion 
"We hanged our harps upon the 
willows in the midst thereof " 
"How shall w e sing the Lord s 
song in a strange land’ ' 
In Jerusalem. Jeremiah thought 
of his people who w e r r living 
among strangers and far f r o m 
home, and he wrote a letter to 
them, which began. "Thus said 
the Lord of h o s t a , the God of 
Israel, unto all that are carried 
away captives 
Build ye houses, and dwell in 
ihem and plant gardens, and eat 
the fruit of them * He also told 
them to marry and have families 
that they might grow strong In 
other words, as they had sinned 
and were being punished for it by 
a just God. they were to make the 
best of the situation and seek the 
peace of the city whither I have 
caused you to be carried away 
captives, and pray unto the Lord 
for it 
for in the peace thereof 
shall ye have peace ’ 


Jeremiah warned the people not 
to listen to the false prophets in 
Babylon, and that the Lord prom­ 
ised that after TO years of captiv­ 
ity he would take aw ay their cap­ 
tivity and return them to their 
homeland 
And ye shall call upon Me. and 
ye shall go and pra> unto Mc, and 
I will hearken unto you. 
And ye shall seek Me. and find 
Mo, when vc shall search for Me 
with all your heart. 
And I will be found of you, 
saith Jehovah, and I will turn 
again you! captivity, and I will 
gather you from a1 nations, and 
from all the plains whither I have 
driven you. s.nth Jehovah; and I 
will bring you unto the place 
whence I eau-*d you to be carried 
away captive ' 
Aft<r all this time, this proph­ 
ecy is coming true The Jewish 
people are flocking hack to Pales- 
tin* 
from the lands where they 
have been persecuted and slain. 
May they live m pea- e surmount­ 
ing the difficulties and dangers 
that threaten all of us’ 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Baby­ 
lon, called his chiel of J he eunuchs 
and asked him to choose certain 
Israelite children who were well 
born, comely of person, and well 
educated, and have them taught 
the language of the Chaldeans 
They were to b« fed from the 
king s table, and after three years 
this eunuch, whose name was 
Ashpenaz. w as to bring them be­ 
fore th*' king 
Daniel, Hanamah. Mishael and 
Azarish were chosen for the ex­ 
periment. but Ashpenaz changed 
Daniel's name to Belteshazzar; 
Hanamah s toShadrach; Mishael s 
to Meshach and Azanah to Abed* 
ne go.

It’s required that 
you blow the horn before pass­ 
ing any vehicle. ’ Wells said, 
“ If you blow your horn every 
time you pass a car. the driver 
ahead will be warn* d and won’t 
pull out into the left lane while 
you're in the act of passing.”
